A , ^ J personnel freely enter Guatemala and make contact vith local 

trade unionists. L J propaganda is hand carried and mailed into Guatemala* 
Up to the present time £ 1 has adopted a watchful attitude toward the 

Guatemalan trade union ar.d political situation. While lauding the reforms 
of the present government they have belatedly deplored the influential 
positions of control maintained by the coranunists in labor and political 
circles. As yet an aggressive attitude on the part of £ 1 has not been 
dispjbeyed. **owever* as a result of the report of l 1 

submitted to the £^ 1 a 

new awareness has come ovorf 3 concerning the Guatemalan situation. 

This awareness has been stimulated by two factors : 

1. £ 3 was dispatched tc Guatemala b ; the C 1 The 

£ 1 is the largest single contributor to ^ ^ coffers. 

2. The fear of the £ 3 that the influence of Communism 
will spread to neighboring countries where L J affiliates exist. 

B. In addition the general influence of the United States affiliates 
of l 1 who called for a strong denunciatory statement on Communism in 
Guatemala on the part of L J coold not be overlooked b the 'Executive

the Arbem regime. It is believed that by participating in such 
a oosanittee the Guatemalans would do muoh to dissipate the fears 
of the Latin Ausricar: left as to the nature- of the opposition to 
the pro sent Guatemalan government. In addition, the committee 
could be used as a sounding board for PBfUCCEtd purposes and aid 
the Guatemalans in developing the co: fide ret of £ in their 

cause, sincerity, and dedication to trade unionise. In this ran mar 
a Much desired close working relationship with the more militant 
anti— Comaurdet elements *1 ' could be developed. Participation 

in the work of the committee could furthermore tend tc give the 
Guatemalan exiles a more-anti-totalitarian complexion rather than 
an exclusively an tl— Comcnnl s t one. 

2. Since J people enter Guatemala freely, a proper relation- 
ship could be made to utilize their contacts and others known to 
PBSDCCESo within the country. It does not necessarily follow 
that the Committee per se would be aware cf the ac T ivities of the 
Guatemalans in exile in relationship to clandestine activities, but 
that participation, in the work of the Committee could develop 
important contacts and agent possibilities to further the work of 


PBSDOJESS. 

B. Basic to any laoor plan, however, is the training up of a cadre 
of militants to work within and without Guatemala for PBSUCCi.^c. The 
followin g method for achieving this ‘ask is odvoceted:
